PUBLIC  HEALTH  STAFF. 

The  Council  have  two  Sanitary  Inspectors  who  are  qualified 
viz.  : Mr.  Richard  Grabham,  Westbourne  House,  Llantrisant 

(who  is  the.  Senior  Inspector),  and  Mr.  John  Dyer,  18,  Collenna 
Road,  Tonyrefail. 

There  are  three  qualified  Health  Visitors,  namely  : 

Mrs.  J.  H.  Williams,  Tygwyn,  Penygawsi,  Llantrisant ; 
Mrs.  H.  Grey,  The  Parade,  Church  Villiage ; and 
Mrs.  M.  Jenkins,  Maesglas,  High  Street,  Tonyrefail. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL  STAFF. 

The  Council’s  Isolation  Hospital  at  Rhiwfelen,  near  Llan- 
trisant, is  served  by  the  Matron  (Mrs.  M.  Scale)  and  a competent 
Staff,  the  total  number  engaged  at  present  being  12. 

Note.— All  the  Public  Health  Staff  are  full-time  Officers, 
and  a grant  is  received  towards  their  salaries.

BIRTH-BATE. — 25.75  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  was  705,  of  whom  375  were 
boys  and  330  were  girls.  Of  this  number  18  were  illegitimate 
(against  37  last  year).  There  were  31  fewer  births  than  in  1924. 
The  total  number  of  Deaths  was  313  and  therefore  the  natural 
increase  of  Births  over  Deaths  was  392. 

GENERAL  MORTALITY. 

During  the  year  313  Deaths  were  registered  amongst  civilians, 
of  whom  183  were  Males  and  130  Females.  The  population  for 
deaths  as  given  by  the  Registrar-General  was  27,380  and  this 
gives  a general  Death-rate  of  11.53. 

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

The  number  of  Infants  who  died  under  1 year  of  age  was 
53  as  against  65  of  last  year.  Of  Ibis  number  32  were  boys  and 
21  were  girls.  This  gives  an  Infant.  Mortality  rate  of  75. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  MORTALITY. 

The  number  of  Deaths  from  these  diseases  (Small-pox, 
Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Typhoid,  Typhus,  Continued  Fever, 
Measles,  Diarrhoea,  and  Pertussis)  was  13,  which  makes  the 
Zymotic  Death-rate  .17  as  compared  with  1.2  for  last  year. 

INFLUENZA. 

There  were  5 Deaths  from  Influenza  this  year,  but  there 
were  no  serious  outbreaks  of  this  disease  in  epidemic  form. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

There  were  38  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified  during 
the  year.  There  were  18  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  of  the  Respira- 
tory System,  and  I 1 from  other  Tuberculous  disease.  Details 
of  these  are  given  in  a table  later. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  NOTIFICATION  ACT. 

There  were  90  eases  notified  this  year.  A Table  further 
on  gives  details  of  these  diseases. 

HOUSING  CONDITIONS. 

The  shortage  of  housing  accommodation  continues,  thereby 
resulting  in  much  overcrowding.  The  Council,  however,  are 
pursuing  a scheme  for  the  erection  of  a further  300  houses  in  the 
district  which  it  is  expected  will  assist  materially  in  alleviating 
the  prevailing  overcrowding.

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MOTOR  AMBULANCE. 

The  present  method  of  conveying  patients  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital  gives  rise  to  delay  and  the  Council  have  under  con- 
sideration the  question  of  purchasing  a Motor  Ambulance. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  various  Acts  of  Parliament  re- 
lating to  the  construction  of  the  Taf  Fechan  Reservoir,  and  the 
delivery  of  a bulk  supply  of  water  therefrom  into  the  Llantrisant 
and  Llantwit  Fardre  Rural  District,  it  was  anticipated  that  this 
additional  supply  would  be  available  for  the  Consumers  within 
the  Llantrisant  area,  by  the  18th  of  August  next. 

The  Taf  Fechan  Board  are  promoting  a Bill  in  this  Session  of 
Parliament,  whereby  it  is  sought  to  extend  the  period  of  com- 
pletion of  the  Reservoir  and  Works,  and  the  delivery  of  the 
supplemental  supply  of  water,  to  the  18th  August,  1927.  I 
understand  this  provision  is  being  opposed  by  the  Council,  and 
that  it  is  sought  to  ensure  a supply  at  an  earlier  date.  Negotia- 
tions are  taking  place  with  the  object  of  expediting  the  delivery 
of  the  supplemental  supply. 

In  order  that  the  supply  may  be  available,  it  will  be  neces- 
sary for  the  Council  to  undertake  the  construction  of  certain 
Servioe  Reservoirs  and  new  Mains. 

Pending  the  construction  of  these  Works,  there  can  be  no 
improvement  in  the  water  supply  of  the  District,  and  if  a serious 
drought  is  experienced,  the  alarming  conditions  which  have 
prevailed  in  the  past,  must  be  repeated,  as  the  Council  are  pre- 
cluded from  enlarging  their  existing  Sources  of  Supply — even 
if  it  were  possible  to  improve  the  prevailing  conditions — except 
at  considerable  capital  cost. 

It  is  hoped  that  no  time  will  be  lost  in  procuring  the  addi- 
tional supply  of  water  so  urgently  needed,  owing  to  the  rapid 
increase  in  the  population  within  the  Council’s  area. 

Since  writing  the  foregoing  part  of  this  Report,  I understand 
that  arrangements  have  been  made  whereby  the  Taf  Fechan 
Water  Board  have  undertaken  to  complete  their  Works  and  to 
deliver  water  to  the  Council  at  the  boundary  of  their  District 
at  Nantydall,  before  May,  1927.  The  probable  effect  of  this 
will  be  that  a shortage  may  be  experienced  during  the  coming 
summer,  but  if  the  Works  to  be  carried  out  by  the  Taf  Fechan 
Board,  and  by  the  Council,  are  put  in  hand  fortwith,  the  shortage 
of  water  supply  in  the  District  should  be  overcome  before  the 
summer  of  1927. 
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BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  REPORTS. 

The  Cardiff  and  County.  Public  Health  Laboratory  Bac- 
teriological Reports  show  that  samples  of  milk  and  water  sub- 
mitted for  examination  were  satisfactory. 

All  retail  and  wholesale  milk  purveyors  and  slaughter- 
houses in  the  district  have  been  registered  and  revised  byelaws 
relating  to  slaughter-houses  have  been  issued. 

SHOPS  ACT  1912. 

The  Council  continue,  by  agreement  with  the  County  Coun- 
cil, to  administer  the  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1912,  and  the 
necessary  orders  have  been  made.  The  Sanitary  Inspectors 
act  as  Inspectors  under  the  Act. 

INSPECTION  & SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

The  Council  confine  to  take  action  under  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  Acts  and  the  Orders  relating  to  Milk  and  Meat. 

There  arc  216  registered  purveyors  of  milk,  viz.  : — 
121  Wholesale,  95  Retail. 

Slaughterhouses  are  inspected  regularly  at  time  of  slaughter 
and  a quantity  of  unsound  meat  has  been  seized  and  condemned. 

The  number  of  Registered  Private  Slaughterhouses  on  the 
1st  January,  1925,  was  12,  and  in  December,  1925,  12.  (In 
1920  the  number  was  10). 

SANITATION  OF  SCHOOLS. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Lavatories  at  Llantrisant 
Council  School  calls  for  attention  and  a new  system  should  be 
provided.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

Report  as  to  Work  in  the  District. 

Under  the  Regulations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  three 
Health  Visitors  have  been  appointed,  whose  respective  districts 
cover  the  whole  area  of  the  Council.  They  act  under  the  in- 
structions of  the  Council’s  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  possess 
the  necessary  qualifications.  All  births  are  notified  under  the 
Notifications  of  Births  Act  to  the  Medical  Officer,  who,  in  due 
course,  informs  the  Health  Visitors  of  births  in  their  respective 
districts,  and  the  Health  Visitors  then  carry  out  the  necessary 
visits  and  perform  the  appropriate  duties.  Visiting  cards  are 
supplied  to  the  Health  Visitors,  one  portion  of  each  being  left 
at  the  house  with  an  invitation  to  attend  at  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Clinic,  the  other  portion  being  sent  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Local  Management  Committee,  hereinafter 
referred  to.  The  Secretary,  at  the  end  of  the  month,  sends  the 
Cards  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  and  informs  the  Maternity 
Committee  of  the  number  of  visits  made  and  the  work  carried 
out  by  the  Health  Visitors  during  the  month.  At  the  end  of 
each  month,  the  visitors  forward  statistics  and  details  of  then- 
work,  for  submission  to  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Com- 
mittee and  the  Council. 

The  four  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics  continue  in 
operation  at  Gilfach  Goch,  Tonyrefail,  Llantrisant  and  Llantwit 
Fardre  respectively. 
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These  Clinics  are  opened  once  a week  and  are  attended  by 
Medical  Practitioners,  there  being  a different  Practitioner  for 
each  Centre.  Bach  Health  Visitor  is  also  in  attendance  at  her 
own  Centre,  and  the  Council’s  Medical  Officer  visits  them  all. 

The  following  foodstuffs  are  stocked,  viz.  : — Glaxo,  Virol, 
Lactagol,  Nestle's  Milk,  Allenbury’s  Foods,  etc.,  and  these  are 
sold  at  cost  price,  which  is  considerably  less  than  that  at  which 
the  goods  are  obtainable  at  the  shops.  In  necessitous  cases 
foods  are  sold  at  less  than  cost  price,  or  given  free  of  charge  if 
occasion  arises.  Special  application  forms  are  used  for  the 
purpose.  Every  effort  during  the  year  has  been  made  to  con- 
form with  the  Regulations  in  the  Ministry’s  Circular  185. 

For  the  purpose  of  working  the  Centres,  a Committee  of 
Voluntary  Workers  has  been  arranged  for  each  Centre,  known 
as  the  Local  Management  Committee.  They  have  appointed  a 
Secretary  and  Treasurer,  who  are  responsible  for  the  working  of 
this  Committee,  and  for  keeping  the  necessary  records,  making 
monthly  and  other  reports,  receiving  money,  and  forwarding  it 
to  the  Clerk  of  the  Council.  The  Local  Management  Committee 
meet  once  a month,  and  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Com- 
mittee have  delegated  to  them  the  power  of  deciding  to  what 
extent  foods  should  be  supplied  at  less  than  cost  price,  or  free. 
They  also  carry  out  any  other  duties  which  the  Council  delegate 
to  them.  The  Local  Management  Committee  also  have  authority 
to  arrange  for  supplies  of  fresh  milk,  in  conjunction  with  the 
Health  Visitor  and  Medical  Officer,  to  necessitous  cases,  free  of 
charge.  A Special  Committee,  appointed  by  the  Council,  reviews 
all  applications  and  authorisations  for  the  supply  of  Free  Foods. 

All  the  above  arrangements  have  boon  approved  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  and  have,  so  far,  proved  very  successful. 

The  Council  are  considering  proposals  for  the  appointment 
of  a Health  Visitor  for  Gilfach  Goch  Ward  jointly  with  the  Urban 
District  Councils  of  the  Rhondda  and  the  Ogmore  and  Garw. 

There  arc  12  Trained  and  4 untrained  Midwives  practising 
in  the  District.  ,
